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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance : Claims 1 0- 1 5 are 
allowable. There is no prior art that teach or suggest the method of fabricating an array of 
biopolymers using a dispensing head where the dispensing head having a reservoir chamber, 
multiple jets and orifice and ejector, loading the head through orifices of jets with biopolymer or 
biomonomer fluids and positioning head with orifices facing a cleaning station and exposing 
head about orifices to a cleaning fluid from cleaning station. The closest prior art is Hayes et al 
(US5,658,802) who teach an apparatus for printing arrays consisting of DNA but do not teach or 
suggest cleaning orifices with cleaning station.
